Three-Trick Set No Consolation

NEW YORK—(N EA )—To­ 
day we turn to the 7-to-12 
age boys and girls to help 
solve a food crisis in this 
country. 


Food, F-O-O-D (something 
that nourishes, sustains or 
supplies, according to good 
ol’ Webster) is on every 
USAer’s mind. Sugarplum 
thoughts of a bountiful ban­ 
quet no longer are privy 
only to the hungered dreams 
of the deprived. Even those 
who can financially afford 
to stuff themselves daily are 
hit with gnawing pangs. 


Last May, those in the 
upper income levels were 
told they were not eating 
properly. The warning bar­ 
rage continues. In fact, a 
government study on nutri­ 
tion showed that 20 per cent 
of American families “ eat a 
nutritionally poor combina­ 
tion of foods.” The number 
flaking out with heaped 
plates but little nourishment 
grows. Frankly, it’s a burn 
after spending $40, $50 or $70 
at the supermarket check­ 
out counter each week to be 
told by a Senate Select Com­ 
mittee on Nutrition and Hu­ 
man Needs that “ the Amer­ 
ican people are less well- 
nourished, as a whole, than 
they were 10 years ago.” 
Most blame falls on the con­ 
sumer’s shoulders for “ an 
inappropriate choice of food 
and meal patterns.” 


Education seems the an­ 
swer to improve selection 
for home eating of fruits, 
vegetables and meat, etc., 
to make folks feel fantasti­ 
cally well but not add fat. 
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S e v e r a l food companies 
are stepping into the educa­ 
tion field. One, for example, 
offers the first booklet on nu­ 
trition written for the 7-to-12 
group. (Planters Peanuts, a 
division of Standard Brands, 
Inc.) 


To plan the program, chil­ 
dren in schools selected re­ 
gionally were asked, among 
other things, “ What do you 
think your parents ought to 


eat?” The goal was to find 
out how much small children 
g r a s p e d about healthful 
foods and what information 
was needed for their future 
shopping knowledge. 


Out of the m ouths of 
school-age babes: 


• Mom and dad usually 
skip breakfast or have cof­ 
fee, except for weekends. 


• Dad seems to eat more 


heartily and well than mom. 


• Kids feel everyone, es­ 
pecially mom, should have a 
good breakfast with egg and 
juice, a sandwich for lunch, 
and a dinner of meat or fish, 
vegetables and salad. 


For e x a m p le , a third 
g r a d e r in St. John’s Lu­ 
t h e r a n School, LaGrange, 
111., wrote,

Washington calling by M arquis Childs 
Quiet before storm? 


BERKELEY, CALIF. - This is 
the advance post for the student 
revolution 
that 
has 
swept 
the 
country. The turmoil at Berkeley 
and at others of the nine campuses 
of the University of California is 
embedded in the politics of the state 
and the nation. 
The revolution is producing a 
deeply rooted counter-revolution 
on the fight. This is the reason, in 
the view of most 
politicians of what­ 
ever 
persuasion, 
that 
Gov 
Ronald 
Reagan will be re­ 
elected in Novem­ 
ber by a majority at 
least as large as 
that of four years 
^ 
ago when he was un-

known except as a 
movie 
and 
tele­ 
vision performer. 
It seems to matter little that the 
governor has failed to carry out the 
two principal promises he made in 
the 1966 campaign. One was to keep 
taxes down. 
He is engaged 
in a 
prolonged 
hassle 
with the 
legislature over passage of his tax 
program 
after having added a 
billion dollars onto the state's tax 
bill 
His second promise was to clean 
up the mess in Berkeley. Bncked-up 
bank windows, plywood covering 
shattered glass in shops, university 
buildings badly damaged - 
the 
evidence is overwhelming that the 
mess is still a mess. In the process 
of trying to clean it up the university 
has become a political football with 
the struggle going on in the Board of 
Regents. 
Conservative 
regents 
- 
and 
perhaps 
Reagan, 
an 
ex-officio 
member 
would like to remove 
Chancellor 
Roger 
Heyns 
who 
presides over the vast structure 
with its 106,000 students. They say 
he is too permissive and they would 
like to replace him with a tough 
administrator 
who 
would 
crack 
down on all forms ot dissent 
The 
life of a 
university ad­ 
ministrator m these times is far 
from a happy one Heyns has just 
come out of the hospital after 
suffering 
a 
heart 
attack 
His 
associates say that he intends to 
stay on as chancellor. But the lesson 
of 
Kenneth 
Pitzer 
at 
nearby 
Stanford University is instructive. 
After serving less than two years 
Pitzer is stepping down, one reason 
being that he was widely cntized as 
overls permissive. 
The regents' sessions have come 
to resemble not so much football as 
the outlawed sport ot bear baiting. 
The liberals bait 
Reagan and 
Reagan baits them back. After a 
warm exchange with William M 
Roth, a Democrat and one ot the 
most concerned board members, 
the governor said 
“ Oh. come on. 
Bill; 1 was a bleeding heart once, 
too. 
In an analysis of the dilemmas of 
university leadership Roth wrote:

French Smith, chairman of the 
board of regents, was indignant 
when he was given only 24 hours 
notice to appear before the Scranton 
commission in Los Angeles. One 
witness 
to 
appear 
was

University chief of police, William 
Beal. He submitted a list of 68 
disorders over eight years, ranging 
from demonstrations to repeated 
lire 
bombings 
of 
town 
and 
university property. 


Predictions of what will happen in 
September are hard to come by. 
While the university is not granting 
students time off to work in the 
congressional elections, there will 
be a lot of activity. When peace 
candidates fail of 
elections,

seems likely, the test would come.

“ You see the system doesn’t work, 
and so we must destroy it."

No rush 


The widely held impression is that 
it 
President 
Nixon 
keeps 
his 
promised withdrawal schedule and 
gets U.S. force levels in Vietnam 
down to 284,000 by next May, nearly 
all ground combat units will be 
gone. The impression is wrong. 
In his various prouncements on 
withdrawals, 
the 
President 
has 
emphasized the removal of combat 
units. He and other top officials in 
his 
administration 
also 
have 
indicated 
that 
the 
“ remainder 
forces 
would be mostly logistical 
support troops, plus sea and air 
units. 
The fact is that withdrawals up to 
this time, which have reduced our 
total strength in Vietnam to just a 
bit more than 400,000 men. have 
included sizable numbers of support 
troops. 
The more important thing to know 
is that a considerable number of 
ground combat elements will be

To get our combat men into 
defensive posture, we need to tram 
at a fairly rapid pace SouthVietna- 
mese helicopter units.

losses is from downed helicopters

The larger question is what all 
this means for the 284.0(H) U.S. men 
who will still be left in Vietnam late 
next spring. At this writing, the Pre­ 
sident is understood to have no 
specific plan at all for further 
pullouts after the May 1 deadline is 
reached 
The only thing which could break 
the matter wide open and get all our 
forces out fairly quickly would be 
successful negotiations with Hanoi 
at Paris. But despite the naming of 
David Bruce to head our delegation 
there,

development, we seem committed 
to keep a large force in South 
Vietnam, with ground, sea and air

It is an interesting circumstance 
that training of South Vietnamese
